CASE IS OPENED 


Testimony of Deputy Aids 
Government in Fight 
to Convict Potts 


CLEVELAND. Ja n 
14 — Prom

Sum m it county deputy sheriff, the 
federal governm ent planned to show 
t<xiay how contributions were col­

Ten others have pleaded guilty to 
the charges, and six, including Leo 
Iasar. known to police as the “Boot­ 
leg K ing” of Akron, are being sought, 
A long parade of 40 governm ent 
witnesses began w ith H arry Van- 
derz«e. form er bootlegger, his wife, 
and Rex Hess, another ex-deputy 
sheriff. 
Hess testified he cam paigned for 
P otts in the fall of 1932 on the 
prom ise th at he would be m ade a 
deputv. 
"Pott* asked if I knew anv of 
the bootleggers in Sum m it county," 
he told the jury.
